{tion ‘Two things are present here how- 
ever, to which I would like to speak; 
First, the rumor: The originator of thi 
Tumor must be “uncertain” of his facts 
or he would have confronted me with then 
or it might be that this person feels, 
in the light of recent events in St. Al- 
bert that such an action upon my part 
alone might be justifiable, otherwise 
the other ministers, Rev. Joly (Baptist) 
Rev. Onishenko (Pentecostal) and Father 
Chevrier (Roman Catholic) would also be 
included in this accusation.
